On next July ist, unless Congress reverses itself, the 
I Hiled Suites outlaws the liquor trafticby act of Congress. 
National prohibition of ft* liquor tiafttcby Constitutional 
Amendment becomes effec tive January if>,- 1920. Thus 
the legal manufacture and sale of beer and whiskey 
comes to an end in all our great nation. More than two- 
thirds of all the states h id prohibited liquor by state law 
before the federal government made prohibition nation- 
wide. Now the forty-eight Mates, the District of Colum- 
bia, and all territories climb aboard the water wagon to 
remain there until two-thirds of all the states rejwal the 
(Eighteenth Amendment in the same fashion it has be -n 
adopted. No one believes this will be done. 

A little more than half a century ago our Nation de- 
stroyed human slavery. We were the last civilized coun- 
try to outlaw the slave traffic. Now in the great temp- 
erance reform our beloved Land has the honor of being 
the first to completely free herself from this curse. Other 
countries, however, are not far behind America in this 
movement. Canada is a partner and Denmark a close 
second. New Zealand missed her chance to enter with 
us this year by 1 800 majority. The campaign against 
alcohol is now world-wide. 

A great international convention with delegates from 
fifty countries is to meet in Washington, D. C, the first 
of next month. Tours of dry cities and states are now 
l>eing Conducted by the Anti-Saloon League to show the 
visiting delegates from other countries just how much 
ihibition of liquor aids business and lessens crime.

paring to hand out to Austria what Is 
to her. ami In listening to the 
twMaJ an. I uii»m<ial. of the 
OirWsMI over the treaty lhat awaits 
their slgtmture. 

Austria's delegates, headed by fhon- 
cellor Karl lteinier, were received snd 
housed at SI. llermaln. They wer« 
treated with n g.a..l deal more cordial 
Ity than were th" Oermnns at Ver 
sallies, and were given quarters In 
pleasant villas (bat overlook Ihe Seine 
valley nnd I'nrls. with no high fences 
or sentries to restrict their move- 
ments. In return, the Ausirlans ap- 
peared In giH.il humor and hopeful of 
lenient treatment, and seemed to ap- 
preelnte the good nature displayed hy 
the cosmo|Hilllan crowd of Jourtiiillsts 
and others that met them. Phancel- 
lor Homier s|»>ke In Oennan hut ex- 
plained that this was because be was 
unable to speak French, his courtesy 
In this contrasting with the behavior 
of Count von Broi-k.lorff Hant7.au nl 
Versnllles. In responding tn the 
greetings of the allies' representatives 
he sal.l: "I ho|>e I mny go away with 
as Joyful a henrt as I bring." Other 
member, of the delegation Intimated, 
none too strongly, that they would not 
be able to sign the tr.nty unless It 
provided for the union of Oennan Bo- 
hemia and Oennan Tyrol with Oer- 
many It Is assumed they will accept 
the pact even If that annexation is 
not permitted.

It la said, will be like that with 
OerniHny. Austria Is to lose her en- 
tire navy, a r.llng to the reports.

not only the Trentlno and Trieste, but 
also all the strategic passes and 
heights In the Alps which the Italians 
say are necessary to their future se- 
curity. This Is In n< nlnnce with 

the secret treaty of txtmlon In the 
matter of reparation Austria »f course 
will he required to pay certain sums, 
but these will be small In comparison 
with those .Ionian. led from Ihe Oer- 
mans. The clauses concerning water- 
ways are much like those In the .lor 
man treaty. The breaking up of the 
Atistro llutignrlnn empire has result- 
ed In r."!m ini: Austria to a rather 
small fourth rate power without direct 
access tn thn sen. and It Is the aim of 
at least some of the allied nations tn 
keep her In that .•otolltlon By her 
self she Is comparatively harmless; 
united with Oermnny. she would help 
largely to make up a nation that might 
threaten the |.eace of the world. 

Von Brock. lorfTHant7.au and his 
colleagues on Ihe Oennan delegation, 
together with their numerous experts, 
have been lis busy as bees f. mutilat- 
ing objections to the Oennan treaty. 
Several of these were transmitted to 
the allies lust week and most of them 
1 were rather sununsrlly answered, and 
dismissed.

To this the allies replied at length, 
showing that the treaty fully covered 
all the points raised snd Mint Its pro- 
vlsinns were more satisfactory thnn

He al*o t<»ld M about 
HM Boys' and Oirls' Agricultural 
Club Work. I became interested al 
once and decided lo join ami raise 
an arm of corn. 

| selected a place to plant mv 
corn. I then turned the ground 
with a two-horse turning plow, 
about six or eight ini'hes deep, disk- 
hnrrowed and drug it twice. I laved 
my corn ground off both ways. F 
pul my ferl ilizer in the hill by hand, 
and planted my corn by hand, putt- 
ing three grains to the hill. When 
after about two weeks my corn did 
not BNM up very good. I went o\i>r 
it and replanted it again 1 replant- 
ed it twice and then did not have n 
mtv good stand because I did no! 
have tested seed corn. The people 
in this section did not believe in 
testing seed corn. Alter having 
tins experience of replanting. I will 
lest my corn next time. It rer- 
thinly will pay to do so I plowed 
my corn four limes with a douMo* 
shovell and once with a cultivator. 

After my corn had matured. I cut 
it up and put it in shocks. I then 
let it dry out a while, then "luicke | 
and hauled it in a Mft-lMfM wagon 
and put it in the crib. 

I only had about twentv -|w > 
bushels of corn, ns my seed corn 



tbroiigli threshing that day, and wa< 
running the team when all :it once 
the wagon wheel ran i>ff. Having 
nothing else In do. t jumped out of 
the wagon end caught the wheel 
still rolling about twetity-the yards 
in front of the horse*. I rolled it 
hack and pried the axel up with 
rails and put the wheel on. It was 
;i liatd l • ■ t* for n gill to do but I did 
it only losing i\venty-ll\e minutes 
By working hard that day we 
llnished threshing without any de- 
lay or rain. - 

Two boys and myself lied and 
shocked nine acres of wheat in one 
day after the reaper. I plowed one 
acre in now ground for tobacco with 
a cutting coulter. I helped do all 
i lie work there was done to it. I 
helped cut and put it in the barn 
and got it ready for market. 

After getting all my work done, I 
.tended to cine to Rorea to school. 
I have been here since the llrst of 
the year but am going home son | to 
take up my work on the farm, as a 
c 1 1 ih girl, raising poultry and corn 
and a* a regular farm girl. It i* 
fM to work on the farm and more 
joy come* when you get your cer- 
tificate from the Stale College of 
Agriculture, entitling you to one- 
half unit credit in high school.

I hoed Ibetil I hoed then) 
l\v ice before they were large enough 
to plow. When the onions were 
large enough. I plowed them, every 
week for fonr or five weeks. 

When they were well grown. I 
took them up. let I hem dry for a 
few days and hauled them in then 
cleaned and graded them. 

I only raised about thirty-live 
bushels because my seed did not 
come up very well, there were two 
long dry spells, and onions need lots 
of rain But I am not in the leas' 
discouraged I am going to join the 
Club again this year and do all I 
can for it, for I thing the agricul- 
tural club is one of the best tbbsga 
that was ever organized for the 
boys and girls. 

In addition to my work in my 
onions. I pl.wed our one-half MM 
garden four tiinen and cut and raked 
two acres of bay and helped haul i. 
ill When Hie threshers came, we 
i mil. I not gel bands enough tn do 
th. work and I took a man's place 
helping haul buckwheat and red 
wheat from the the Held to the 
ma. tune.

ADDRESS 

In connection with the (». A R. 
State Encampment, held in IVrea 
last week, a public addrea.* wa* 
Hlven in the College Chapel on 

I Inn -.lav night, by Hon Washing- 
Ion <.ardiier. of Albion. Mich. He 
wns chosen ,is the one to give the 

important address on this or. 
through his long and close acquaint- 
ance with Prof. I.eVanl Dodge of 
thi* place. They were -Indent- 
together m college, and metnh.ts 
of the same literary society Mr 
tlardner has had a notable MTetf 
During Ihe Civil War. on Ihe day 
of which the opening of this Kn- 
campment wa« the anniversary, he 
fell severely wounded on the hat- 
llelleld of Me-a, a . ... From the 
.■(forts of that wound he never ha* 
fully recovered. This, however, 
ha* not prevented hi* becoming 
eminent in several different direct- 
ions. Following his full classical 
course, he passed through the 
fitmousj law school at Albany. Y Y , 
and at the conclusion wa- made the 
Class Valedictorian. Afterward he 
took a theological course, and Dual- 
ly decided lo enter the Christian 
ministry. He held several impor- 
tant pastorales From this he ac- 
m pt' d an invitation from Albion 
College. Mich, with the faculty of 
whii'U institution he was associated 
lor several years. A large part of 
hi* work wa* in extending ac- 
quaintance with that college among 
people outside In thi* maner the 
niton. lame U|x>n the nil lego was 
wonderfully inrrea«ed Subsequently 
be wa* appointed Secretary of 
Stale for Michigan to till a vacancy. 
Afterward he was triumphantly 
eb-.ted for a full term. By thi* 
lime his business capacity and 

breadth of view had I tne so 

widely known that he was called

He showed 
that (he thorough educating of our 
people, not only in such branches 
as ordinarily are taught in school, 
but in patriotism, is necessary if we 
Would escape the grave perils which 
nte assailing some other great 
nations of the world. He empha- 
M/e.l the importance of tenchup-' 
thoroughly the English language, 
and he added. "In our public 
«chis.|*. the English language only. 
Space w ill not permit nor mommy 
lefTa to reproduce in full the tell 
tag point* made in his thoughtful, 
earnest, and patriotic address.
